SUCCESSFUL 
TESTS 


Of an Adjunct to tins New Vork Harbor 


NEW YORK, June 27. ^-Another very 


important step in modernizing the de- 
fense of New York harbor has been 
completed at Fort Hamilton. It con- 
sists of a series of tests of a position 
finder recently invented by Lieutenant 
Bradley A. Piske of the United States 
navy. It was found to be a valuable a^ • 
jnnct to the disappearing guns recently 
placed there by the government. 


A series of observations were taken 


on points of known distance from the 
fort with excellent results, the error of 
range l>eing but slight. Other observa- 
tions w«>re taken on passing craft and 
t\fter\v;ml compared with rauges taken 
with a transit. In every c<ise the Fiske 
position finder showed an error of less 
than 1 per cent for each 1,000 yards of 
range, which is tho standard required 
by both the United States aud English 
governments.

tle details that are so needful in this 
process. The idea that milk can be heat- 
ed to some indefinite temperature and 
then cooled without, any special pre- 
cautions and that this process is all 
that is uccassaiy to be done in pasteur- 
izing is quite erroneous. It sometimes 
happens tbat this crude method suffices 
to preserve milk longer than it would 
remain s»\veet in an oidiuary condition, 
but more often milk treated in this way 
sours more readily than it would if it 
remained uuheated. Milk intended for 
pasteurization should be secured with 
especial care, as the age £&d purity of 
the milk have a marked effect on its 
keeping quality even after it is pasteur- ' 
ized. 
Tho apparatus necessary for the j 


operation may be the simplest, but the 
material inubt be handled with consid- 
erable care during and subsequent to 
the pasteurizing process. Different nia- 
ohiuee, of u more or less expensive char- 
acter, are being put upon the market, 
and in some instances considerable sums 
of money have been espeuded that have 
failed to yield a thoroughly satisfactory 
product because the relation of this proc- 
ess to the growth and reproduction of 
bacterial organisms was not thoroughly 
appreciated. 


This note of caution is, I believe, time-

Another flue article for planting in 


town or city streets is the Paulowuia 
imperialis, which has absolutely mam- 
moth leaves.

Naturally with such 
a name. A fourth exceptionally valuable 
shade tree for streets is the sweet gum, 
LJqnidamber styraciflua, which, we are 
told, has great recuperative power.

A Pi-esbyterian minister, Eev. Roland

ice. As a means of giving women 
strength and independence and "free- 
ing them from tho slavery of the skirt" 
there was nothing like it The bicyclists 
ought to patronize his church in great 
force, for he called for the universal 
construction of wheel routes. He pre- 
dicted that before long the bicycle 
would be tho common means of transit, 
and every one not physically incapable 
would ride it. 


Truth Concerning the Arid Belt. 
It is a satisfaction to read from the 


peri of a Truthful James some exact fact 
as to the great arid belt that lies be- 
tween the one-hundredth meridian on 
the east and the Rockies and the Sierras 
oa the west A great budget of such fact 
is furnished by E. V. Smalley in The 
Forum. 


Mr. Smalley divides the great region 


that needs irrigation into two p.u-ts 
The first he calls the suborid belt—th.:t 
is, a tract which occasionally producer 
good crops without irrigation, but in no 
case can be depended on to do so. To a 
part of this tract in western Kansas ami 
elsewhere rascally land speculators lurec 
thousands of farmers to their ruin SO 
years ago. The snbarul belt "extends 
through tbe two Dakotas, Nebraska, 
Kansas, Oklahoma, Indian Territory aod 
Texas." The subarid region will never 
lie suitable land to raise big crops on, 
but it will be valuable for pasturing 
flocks and herds. Smp.ll fields can be cul* 
tivated. 


The second division, the wholly arid 


region offers first the vast plains 
covered with bunch grass. This bunch 
grass will pasture cattle, and "the 
soil is fertile, but nowhere is there 
rainfall enough for tillage." Then we 
have in the arid belt the great mountain 
ranges, in which milling and lumbering 
furnish, the ouly means of making a liv- 
ing. A third division of the wholly arid 
belt comes in the shape of the actual 
Great American desert, which is very 
real and tangible, after all, in spite of 
the eftorts of land speculators to wipe it 
from the map. This awful plain of des- 
olation is found " between the Rockies 
and the Sierras." Most of it is " destitute 
of running streams and the pools of bit- 
ter alkaline water that abound will not 
quench the thirst of either man or beast'' 


It is idle, Mr. Smalley says, to hope 


ever to tume any part of this desert to 
tho uses of agriculture. Most of it is as 
"absolutely doseit as Sahara, "and it 
reaches from Mexico nearly to British 
America. It'' embraces nearly all of Ar- 
izona, New Mexico, Utah, Nevada, 
much of Wyoming, Colorado, Texas, 
California and Oregon aud the basin of 
the Columbia in interior Washington." 
The only tillable soil in this desert is 
found in the bottoms along the shores of 
the water courses, where there are any. 
And Mr. Smalley tells us that a single 
plow furrow run through a 20 acre field 
will represent all tbe land that even 
with irrigation can be cultivated in our 
Great American desert
